matter. The deputy contrived to make a 
pointed allusion to the sloop Liberty, burnt 
at Newport Some lime before. "It is sus- 
pected," saici Mr. Sessions, "that he has to 
legal authority to justify his conduct; aud 
his comtnij-Mon, it he has any, is some an- 
tiquated paper, more of a fiction than any- 
thing else, . . . . other than tli2 commission 
the famous Reid had, wbo lost hits sloop at 
Newport, or something else, of no validity.'1

ifjnorance, addressed a note of inquiry to iho 
odious lieutenant, who replied, nut in the 
most conciliatory tone, that he "had done 
nothing but what was his duly.'"

Whereupon he rode down to, 
thssceoe.aUended by somegemlemen of ih^ 
town, to Inquire into it. ,IIa found this thins 
had really happened! Here was the smoking 
hulk. In yonder house lay the wounded 
officer. The crew were roaming at large, 
subsisting ou the country, lie sisiied ilie 
lieutenant, and begged to know if he could 
ba of service to him. That truly gillaut ollicer 
replied that, for his own pan, he wanted 
nothing; he hardly expected to survive; hut 
be asked to have his men attended to, and 
sent to tho admiral In Boston. 
Tho deputy 


took sundry depositions, provided for ibe 
crew, and returned homo to exercise hislal- 
. ent for grave burlesque in n letter, to ihe 
governor. 
"A very disagreeable affair,' 


aald he, "has.lately happened within this 
parfo'f the Colony." 
He related the disa- 


greeable affair. Then ho remarked: "The 
dangerous tendency of this transaction a trio 
obvious to pass it overvrilh the loast (Jj)Bfiir- 
onceofneahct." 
Hodiiinot underline the 


word "appearance," it was not nocessaiy. 
Ha concluded his cpistla thus: "Itislbciinj- 
villlng opinion of the gentlemen In this 
quarter, that r. proclamation wiih a Urge 
regard be issued for apprehending tUe pi(- 
sons who havo thus oil'mled.

in the mean time, I will endeavor to cjllrci 
tbe sentiments ol'tha m embers of the Assem- 
bly, and other principal gentlemen, by name, 
and send Iho same to your Honor, as eopn 
as may be. " 


Governor Wanton acteJ upon this hint. 


A proclamation was very promptly issued,of- 
ferini! a reward of a hundred pounds to any 
ono who should discover the perpetrators. 
S'rVa^ 'r» RTV, tin- ^me -.iiiatioa was of nti 
effect. 
Not a creature in Khode Island dis- 


closed what many hundreds of men,women, 
and children mustbave personally known.— 
Lieutenant Dudiugston recovered his healih, 
was recommended lor promotion, and, it :is 
to be hoped, obtained it. Other cruisers re- 
placed tho burnt Gaspce. Narraganselt Bay 
was as blue and bright as before, its Islands 
as richly yerdured, and all things went their 
usual train. 


No one can understand the Importance o

besides his board, and the lots of thirteen 
Colonies; for it was he, that one blind, uu- 
teachable dunce, who served the empire. 


Of course there are always msu enough to 


flatter the foibles of a kliig'. The Ameri- 
can Tories exulted in the destruction of Iho 
Gispee. If this does not walio Iho British 
Hob, wrots.Governor Uulchluson of Massa- 
chusetts, no ono will ever tremble at his 
roar again I "Ho daring an insull!" Uy 
men, too, who are perlectly well known,and 
yet no one arresied! Tho royal animal has 
been asleep these four or live years past; as 
i( these tnrbuent.colonists could be ru'ed by 
words and milk-white steeds drawing great 
lords in gorgeous coaches I a gracious king 
sees with what result. A king's lieutenant 
wounded and turned out of his vcssel!- 
Governor Hutchinson had tho honor of con- 
versing with Admiral Montagu on tho sub- 
ject, and he rejoiced to hear tbo admiral 
state that, in his opinion, Lord Sandwich 
would "never leave pursuing the Colony 
until it 
was

Hutcbinson's own opinion, as recorded, for 
the perusal of tho home government, was 
this: "If 
tholato affair 
at lihode Is- 


land is passed over without a full inquiry 
and due resentment, onr liberty people wiil 
tbink they may wilh impunity commit nny 
acts of violence, ho it ever ao atrocious, and 
the friends to government will despond and 
give, up all hopes of being able to withstand 
the faction." 


The home government needed no prompt- 


ing. The lion was awake. The "law servants 
of the crown" pronounced the act of the 
Rhode Islanders hisli treason, levying war 
aaainst tbe kiug. Five royal commissioners 
—the governor ol lihode Island, the chief 
justices of New York, lyew Jersey, and 
Massachusetts, and a judge bl tbe Boston 
Vice admiralty Court—were appointed to go 
to Rhode Island and investigate Iho lull 
business. General Gage, commanding the 
troops at Boston,was ordered to hold himscll 
in readiness to assist the commissioners, if 
they should need assistance. 
Governor 


Wanton received this information 
from 


England, about the first of October in a long 
despatch Irom Lord Dartmouth; and Iho 
material parts of this document found their 
way into the newspapers! Secrecy would 
have been desirable, ii the governor had 
meant to execute tho king's commands but 
important matters will get into tho papers In 
times of public commolion,ifthp pigeon-hole 
IB not well looked to. There was one para- 
graph in Lord Dartmouth's despatch \\hich 
arrested every intelligent mind in the Colo- 
nies, and kindled every patriotic bean. 
Jefferson read it atMonticello with feelings 
inexpressible. Dabney C'arr read it in his 
cabin full of children, and I doubt, not, rode 
swiftly to his brolbcr-in-law, Jtffersou, to 
talk it over:— 


••it is his Majesty's intcntion.in consequence 


o' the advice of his Privy Council, that the 
p-srsons concerned in tbe burning of the 
•Gupeeschooner, and in tho other violences 
which attended that daring insult.sbould be 
brought to England to he tried ; and I am 
therefore to signify to you his Majesty's 
pleasure" that Iho prisoners, together witli 
tbe witnesses on both sides.thall ho delivered 
to thn custody of Admiral Montagu,and sent 
In a king's ship to England I 


The commissioners arrived at Newport. 


They offered a reward of a thousand pounds 
sterling to any ono who would reveal or 
betray tho ringleaders, and five hundred 
pounds for the detection of any olhcr person 
concerned. Before entering upon tholr duties 
they all swore and euhscrlhed tho three groat 
oitbs, so peitinent tu thu occasion. Kirst 
they swore they did not believe in tho doc- 
trluoof Irnhsubstanllallon, and that they 
regarded Iho Invocation of the Virgin Mary 
and the sacrifice of Ihe mass as snpp.r.-5tiiiona 
and Idolatrous. Secondly, they nworo that 
they cnns'ilcrcd George III. thu true Kins of 
Great Britain, and rejected the Pretender, 
who called himscll Jiims III. Thirdly, 
Viey swore that from their honrtl they ah. 
h irred, doicsieil, anil abjured as Imploni and 
horcllc^l, the damnable doclrlno nnd posi- 
tion, tl a', the Pope could depose a Kins; by 
pronouncing him excommunicated. These 
Irihn irnnitjn.loin oaihvliaitn ""t to great 
lenilli, buying been .Inly sworn, recorded, 
fttirf signed, Iho cominls.itonor« proceeded to 
builneis.

word, the investigation was an absolule nul 
lity aud farce. Those five commissioners 
with all the aid the king could .givo them 
with his fleet, his army, and his thousand 
pounds, could not, after five months' trying 
discover what every hoy in the streets know 
and what they themselves knew, as mere 
men. The publicity given to Lord Dart- 
mouth's despatch would alone have defeated 
its ohject,oveu if the commissioners had been 
in earnest.

The affair might have ended hero. ISu 


the King's friends wero now in the sscenj 
dency in Parliament, aud they must need; 
invest this folly with the importance am 
permanence of law. AH act was passed for 
the holler protection of lha navy aud its api- 
pursuances, which madb it a capital offence 
to destroy any object belonging to a kiugls 
vessel.
